him despite numerous arrests.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Vito 
Genovese, a diminutive Itaian 
who became the nation’s most 
notorious underworld figure of 
the 1950s, died today at the med­ 
ical center for federal prisoners 
in Springfield, Mo. 
The Justice Department said 
death at 2:30 a.m. EST resulted 
from congestive heart failure 
for which the 71-year-oid Mafia 
chieftain had been undergoing 
treatment for more than two 
months. 
Genovese was serving a 15- 
year sentence for trafficking in 
narcotics-— 
the 
only 
major 
charge on which the govern­ 
ment was ever able to convict 
him despite numerous arrests. 
He was indicted 13 times. 
But 
even 
in 
p r i s o n , 
Genovese’s power in La Cost 
Nostra, or the Mafia, was so im 
mense that federal agents sus 
pected him of continuing to run 
the far-flung crime syndicate. 
Once called “King of the 
Racketeers” by former New 
York Gov. Thomas E. Dewey, 
he 
emerged 
as 
the 
Ma­ 
fia’s dominant figure in the mid- 
1950s after reputedly ordering 
the assassinations of two major 
rivals, Frank Costello and Al 
bert Anastasia. 
An attempt on Costello’s life 
failed, and Genovese’s body­ 
guard, tried for attempted min­ 
der, was acquitted after CosteLo 
testified he had never seen the 
accused assailant before. 
Treasury Department agents 
arrested Genovese and 14 others 
in 1958 on charges of conspiring 
to Import narcotics. He was 
found guilty the fellowing year. 
Since 1960, the Bureau of Pris­ 
ons has attempted to curtail 
Genovese’s Mafia contacts by 
systematically transferring him 
from one federal institution to 
another. 
While in the Atlanta prison, 
however, he was assigned to a 
cell with Joseph Valachi, a New 
York hoodlum who was a trust­ 
ed Mafia member. 
In the apparently mistaken 
bedel that Valachi had turned 
informer, Genovese gave his 
cellmate the “kiss of death,” La 
Cosa Nostra’s notification to a 
member that he has offended its 
rules and will be slain. 
It was then that Valachi de 
cided, according to the Justice 
Department, 
to 
tell 
federal 
agents—and later a Senate com­ 
mittee—about internal workings 
of the super-secret crime socie­ 
ty. 
Born 
in 
Resigliano, 
Italy, 
Genovese came to the United 
States as a teen-ager and be 
came a naturalized citizen in 
1936. His citizenship was lifted 
in 1955 on grounds that he faked 
to list his criminal arrests on 
the original application.

The blast Thursday ripped 
open walls, ceilings and win­ 
dows, showering 300 persons on 
the floor and 50 persons in the 
visitors gallery with debris and 
shattered glass. Five of the in­ 
jured received serious cuts and 
were kept in the hospital. 
Several minutes before the ex­ 
plosion, which occurred about 40 
minutes before the 3 p.m. clos 
ing, police received an anony 
mous tip that an explosive de- 
vice had been planted in tho 47- 
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story building housing the ex­ 
change on Victoria Square, in 
the heart of the financial dis­ 
trict. 
It was the third explosion in 
Montreat this week and the 
eighth this year.

Th e p ap er jam , wh ich isn’t 
comp letely th e fault of th e bro­ 
kers, may be th e reason for 
turning down sm all business. 
But th e p rincip le inv olv ed, th e 
righ t to own, and th e conse­ 
quences, a breakdown of th e 
m arket sy stem, 
could 
be of 
much greater imp ortance. 
Some of th e orders arbitrarily 
being refused would h av e been 
considered large a few y ears 
ago. But as th e big m utual and 
p ension funds and oth er institu­ 
tions grow in p ower th eir orders 
grow also. Relativ ely , oth er or­ 
ders sh rink. 
Consider th is story from th e 
NAIC editorial: 
“ Th e 
inv est­ 
m ent club m em ber was bitter, 
and righ tfuby so. His club bro­ 
ker h ad turned down a $3,000 
p urch ase for an ov er-th e-coun­ 
ter stock. Th is was a broker

Inv estor Conference h ere a few 
weeks ago, H aack com m ented: 
“ We cannot with h old or ration 
our serv ices on a discrim inatory 
basis, or trouble will ensue.” 
Haack rem inded h is listeners 
—th e big insurers, th e m utual 
and p ension funds, trusts, en­ 
dowments 
and 
foundations 
wh ich now own m ore th an 30 
p er cent of all securities, th at: 
“ Ours is a national and interna­ 
tional m arket wh ich m ust serv e 
all inv estors —th e large and th e 
small, th e m odest and th e af­ 
fluent, th e round-lot and th e 
odd-lot.” 
But ev en H aack's rem arks, 
alth ough more p ertinent th an 
th ose of most securities offi­ 
cials, deal p rim arily with th e 
th reat to th e 
structure 
of th e 
m arket th rough loss of liquidity 
rath er th an with th e p h ilosop h i­ 
cal issue.

Australia Looking Forward To Biggest Boom Ever

SYDNEY, Australia (AP) — 
“These Australian 
men!” a 
pretty Sydney colleen pouted. 
“The first thing in their lives is 
beer—then horse racing, then 
any kind of gambling and, final­ 
ly, women. 
“Did you ever see such a 
cockeyed sense of values?” 
Australia, the sprawling, ro­ 
bust continent at the bottom of 
the world, has many of the 
traits of the men who inhabit 
her. She is sun-baked and tough, 
adventuresome with a deep­ 
seated lust for living, a trifle 
lazy and mixed up about what 
she wants, where she wants to 
go and how to get there. 
“Australia is on a launching 
pad just ready to blast off,’* 
says Fred Kovaleski, a young 
American 
businessman 
from 
Hamtramck, Mich., who has 
lived in the country since 1982. 
“Her future is limitless. I pre­ 
dict that in 15 or 20 years there 
will be a boom down here such 
as you’ve never seen before.”

Many people thousands of 
miles away think of Australia as 
a primitive,' undeveloped out­ 
land territory where kangaroos 
hop through the main streets, 
koala bears nibble eucalyptus 
leaves in the village square and 
glistening black aborigines frol­ 
ic with head-splitting boomer­ 
angs. 
This is a ludicrously false im­ 
age. 
In Sydney, where Capt. Ar­ 
thur Phillip set up the first set­ 
tlement in 1788, glass and steel 
skyscrapers make the skyline 
look like a miniature New York. 
It is a thriving cosmopolitan 
metropolis of 2.5 million people 
with modern hotels, mushroom 
ing office buddings and King’s 
Cross, where the arty, the mods 
and visitors celebrate Mardi 
Gras 365 nights of the year. 
Yet two blocks off the main 
thoroughfares Australia 
takes 
on the look of an old Western 
town in America with balconies 
hanging over the aged store­ 
fronts. You can still get fish and 
chips wrapped in yesterday’s 
newspaper on Castlereigh anc 
Pitt streets in the heart of Syd 
ney. 
Building booms are evident 
also in 
such 
state capitals 
Melbourne, Brisbane, Adelaide, 
Perth and Hobart, where 20 
years ago a traveler had to 
queue up for a bath in the 
hotels and had to gulp down as 
many beers as possible before a 
6 p.m. dosing. 
Hie latter regulation was re­ 
sponsible for the notorious “Six 
o’Clock Swill.” The custom was 
to get to the pub and line up the 
glasses before the gong sound­ 
ed. Many an Aussie had to swim 
home. 
Liquor laws in Australia are 
still restrictive but the Aussies 
manage to keep their thirst sat­ 
isfied. 
“Hie trouble with Australia” 
commented another American 
businessman with ties in the 
country, “is that she has adopt­ 
ed the worst of two cultures. 
She has taken the traditions of 
the English and the values of 
America. 
“She must break these bonds 
and seek her own national iden­ 
tity. She must build up her con 
fidence and gain an awareness 
of her role in the world.” 
As a member of the British 
Commonwealth, Australia ad­ 
heres strongly to British cus­ 
toms. Yet her strongest ties are 
with America. In the way she 
lives, thinks and plays, she is al­ 
most pure Yankee. 
Pictures of Queen Elizabeth II 
hang in hotel foyers and other 
public places. At formal ban­ 
quets, it is still a breach of eti­ 
quette to light a cigarette before 
tile toast to the queen. 
Yet many Autsmalians deride 
the British, whom they refer to 
as “Pommies,” and they don’t 
hide their deep admiration for 
the Yanks, whom they emulate. 
An American accent is an “open 
sesame” throughout this broad, 
underpopulated land. 
A Melbourne pubkeeper at­ 
tempted to explain the phe­ 
nomenon: 
“During World War n when 
the Japs were threatening to 
crawl up our backs and we were 


yelling for help, who came to 
our rescue? Not the Pommies. 
The Yanks, that’s who, and the 
Aussies have never forgotten 
it.” 
The pubkeeper shrugged off a 
suggestion that the British had 
their hands full at the time. 
U.S. businesses—the automo­ 
bile industry, oil, 
computer, 
soft-drink and other enterprises 
■have poured billions into the 
country, giving Australia one of 
the lowest unemployment rates 
in the world, 1.6 per cent. A mer 
icans have lent dollars and 
know-how and have saturated 
the country with U.S. culture, 
airts and entertainment. 
Flick on an Australian televi­ 
sion set and you get Gun 
smoke,” “The Beverly Hillbil­ 
lies” and the sassy, irreverent 
“Laugh-in.” 
The night clubs feature people 
from Hollywood and Broadway.
